The American Plimsoll. 



[Chicago Tribune, Aug. :!1 ] 

Our Plimsoll was named Sydney S. 
Burton. He lived in Cleveland, 0. 
Like all intelligent persons, he read 
the daily papers. He noticed a strik- 
ing similarity in the details of steam- 
boat accidents on tho Mississippi and 
Ohio. One boat might be burned, 
and another snagged, and another ex- 
ploded, but the disaster always hap- 
pened in some lonely spot, the shat- 
tered hull always sank in deep wator, 
and the missing boat was always heav - 
ily insured. Burton read this and 
pondered upon it. He decided that 
here was an abuse to right, but ho did 
not see his way clear to the righting of 
it. He was only a private citizen, 
without any influence beyond 
that possessed by . every honest 
man. While ho was hesitating tho 
famous boat Martha "Washington, 
burned. The spark that fired her 
kindled Burton's wrath to a white 
heat. Thenceforth he was a man of 
one idea, and so a man of tremendous 
power. The Martha Washington wont 
down at midnight, carrying with her 
some shrivelled corpses, and a vast 
lot of costly merchandise — according 
to the bills of lading, not according 
to truth. And the truth prevailed. 
For Burton hurried down to Gincin- 
iitti, whispered his suspicions to tho 
insurance agents, and then, having 
started them on a mission of discovery, 
shouted his beliefs to the public. 
There was intense excitement, temper- 
ed only by the possibility that investi- 
gation might reveal nothing. Mean- 
while Burton was threatened, as Plim- 
soll has been, with libel-suits, arrest, 
iind murder. But tho insurance men 
went to the scene of tho wreck. Their 
grappling irons soon located tho site 
of the half-burned hull. Down wont 
the divers, and up came tho boxes of 
silks, and laces, and wines, and other 
costly things, which had boon insured 
at Cincinatti. When they were open- 
ed, the silks were sawdust, tho old 
laces were old leather, and the wine- 
bottles were filled with water. The 
load of tho Martha Washington really 
consisted of streot-sweopings of a city; 
it had been insured as a collection of 
the costliest goods. When this tell- 
tale story reached Cincinatti, the mur- 
derous merchants implicated gladly 
gave themselves into the hands of the 
police in order to escape tho mob. A 
long trial followed. The man sup- 
posed to bo tho chief culprit, Liman 
Cole, escaped legal punishment, but 
he slunk into shameful obscurity, like 
Terry after Broderick's murder, like 
the outcast thieves of tho Now York 
ring, like the predestined victims 
of Plimaoll'fl crusade. The trial 
stopped the system of murder, and 
Burton, having done his work, step- 
ped quietly br.dk into oblivion. His 
name lingers only in tho memories of 
a few, while Plimsoll's has boon on 
every tonguo; but tho task undertaken 
by the Amoriean was as difli'-'iH, 
dangerous, aud i»s wcuilnly done as 
that by wh. ii the Englishman now 
gniura tho admirauon of h world. 

Believers in a special Providenso 
are confronted with a difficult case re- 
ported from Raytown, Gra. The lie v. 
Nathan Davidson, while preaching on 
tho subject of miracles, after describ- 
ing tho restoration of the blind mail's 
sight, (St. John IX , (.) said, ''iSuw, 
tins was very foolish of the Saviour." 
Scarcely had tho words left his lips 
when his tongue was paralyzed and ho 
was for several hours doprivod of 
speech. This was, of course, regard- 
ed as Divino punishment for blasphe- 
my by the congregation who spread 
the story throughout tho country, and 
many lino lessons woro drawn from tho 
oircumstanco by tho devout. As 
soon aa tho afllicted clergyman could 
/monk, he explained that what ho had 



intended to remark was: — "Now, 
this was very foolish of tho Savi- 
our from a worldly point of view." 
Naturally (says tho Now Yovk 'World') 
this involve. 1 ! tho boILovois in Provi- 
dence mid foreknowledge in an awk- 
ward dilemma, aa they claimed that 
the r\bitation was a Providential re- 
buke of an impious utterance, and now 
one or other conclusion must inevita- 
bly bo arrived at: — That, Mr. David- 
son's story being truo, Providence af- 
llicted an innocent man without know- 
ing all he intended to say,or, that Mr. 
Davidson's story being false, Provi- 
dence visited temporarily the offense of 
blasphemy and failed to visit at all that 
of repeated blasphemy conjoined with 
falsehood. Altogether it is a very 
pretty point and books havo boon writ- 
ten and men roasted on less provoca- 
tion.

VICTORIA. 

Tho Victorian Government intend to 
invite a Conference of the other Colo- 
nies on the tariff question and tho rela- 
tions between tho Colonies and the 
Imperial Government. 

The miserable stipends of somo of 
tho Church of Englaud clergymen are 
being strongly commented on by the 
PreBs. 

Mr. Graham Berry, tho now Coloni- 
al Treasurer, had a crowded meeting 
at Geelong on the 16th instant. He 
proposes to make up the deliciency 
(£200,000) in tho revenue by taxing 
the rich land owners, and he thought 
tho whole amount could bo obtained 
without taxing below 10,000 acres. 
The Government also proposes to 
keep on tho protective duties, and ex- 
tend them if necessary. They havo 
no objection to take off some of the 
duties not protective, but, if done, 
they must resort to an income tax. 
He was determined on a reform of the 
Upper House, not by lowering pro- 
perty qualification, or extending its 
basis, as that would increase the in- 
fluence of members, but by a simple 
measuro to secure the will of tho peo- 
ple having its way. 

Arrangements are in progress for a 
visit by another English Cricket team 
in the season of 187G-77. 

The case of Captain Bartlett, of tho 
coaster "Sea Bird," charged with 
impersonating another Captain of the 
same name, and sailing under his 
certificate for the last twenty years, is 
to be brought before tho Navigation 
Board. 

Dr. Thornton, the new Anglican 
Bishop of Ballaarat, has arrived and 
been well received by the inhabitants 
of his Diocese and by tho Colonists. 

At the Melbourne Exhibition there 
are 930 exhibitors for Victoria alone, 
taking up 27,. r )00 feet of space. 

Of 1200 samples of Colonial ale 
which have been analyzed there was 
no sign of adulteration, but direct ovi- 
denco of faulty browing. 

The Victoria Government proposes 
to assess sheep at one cent per head. 

BOOTH AUSTRALIA. 

The Colonial Treasurer has made 
his financial statement. It is intended 
to borrow X2, 500, 000 to carry out pub- 
lic works, including eleven lines of 
railway, to extend in all ovor GOO 
milos. 

The Government havo carried a sec- 
tion in favor of the proposed annexa- 
tion of New Guinea. 

The report of the Railway Commis- 
sion recommends tho construction of 
thirty-one lines of railway, including 
in all 1375iJ miles. Of these, eighteen 
aro regarded as of pressing impor- 
tance, their total length being 821 
miles. Tho Govornment, as may be 
gathered from the Treasurer's state- 
ment, have resolved upon carrying out 
eleven of tho lines, tho aggregate length 
of which may bo roughly set down at 
530 miles. As a sum of ovor £1,900,- 
000 is to be borrowed for these rail- 
ways, it follows that the avorago cost 
per mile is expected to bo something 
under £4000. 

Stops are being tnkon to promote 
immigration into tho Colony. 

Sinco its discovery in 18G2, tho 
Moonta coppor mine has paid no less 
than £912,000 in dividends to tho 
shareholders; and tho machinery is 
valued at £130,000. Tho Company 
have paid £10, 320 to the Government, 
...> penalty for tho renewal of tho lease 
tor fourteen years longer. 

AUCKLAND. 

Auckland, Sept. 3. — Since my last 
letter business has not in any way 
improved, if anything it is the reverse, 
tho continued bad weather being the 
principal cause. 

Parliament is still sitting, and very 
little progress has been made with the 
roii.' businoas of the session. The 
question whether tho several Provin- 
ces forming Now Zealand should bo 
or should not be abolished, has been 
tho great question undor debate Both 
parties, for and against, are very 
strong. However, tho measure has 
passed its second rending, and is, at 
the time of my writing, being con 
siderod in Committeo of tho Whole 
House.

To the Mainland Electors- 
Nothing could bo plainer to the 
moBt ordinary intellect than the fact 
that should the Mainland constituen- 
cies return venal and ignorant raon to 
represent them in the House, no im- 
provement in the personnel of the Gov- 
ernment need be hoped for.

A WOHD TO THE INLAND DIS- 
TRICTS. 

Tho result of the latn eloctiou in Now 
Westminster District should aorvo as a 
lesson to doctors everywhere through- 
out tho Province. Tho olliciiil returns 
of that election show plainly enough that 
had there been no dissension in the Op- 
position ranks, and had tho Reform- 
ers stuck to their ticket and frowned 
down any and every attempt to divide 
their votos, they would have at^least do- 
feated Mr. Armstrong. Tho uufortunato 
divisions, however, secured that goutlo- 
nian's election; and although the Govern- 
ment loaos obo soat by the election of 
Mr. Brown, nothing oxcopt tho attempt 
to run a third candidate caused tho Fi- 
uanco Miiiistor to bo sent back to tho 
House. 

In Yalo District, profiting by tho losaon 
taught at Westminster Mr. Sargisou, who 
was spoken of aa a Reform Candidate, 
and who was almost cortain of election, 
withdrew from tho canvass, fearing to 
split tho Reform vote and thus let in a 
Government man. In that District, there- 
fore, there aro now only three Reformers 
in tho lield.

In or- 
dor to securo u continuance of tho pa- 
tronago from that quarter, our millers 
nro disposed to nmko special rates for 
orders from that section, thereby prevent 
tho turning of the whole trado in the 
direction above referred to.-- Portland 
Journ ill.

Eastern States. 

Nashville, Oct. 2.— Business in this 
oity is generally suspended in honor of 
tho obsequies of ex-President Johnson. 

Cheyenne, Oct. 2.— President Grant 
and party arrived hero by special train at 
eight o'clock this morning and loft again, 
proceeding on their journey wost. Com- 
mission to treat for tho Blaok Hills rcach- 
od Fort Laramie from Red Cloud to-day, 
on their way east. The attempt to obtain 
the Hills was a failure, tho Indians hold- 
ing out for a fabulous prico. Northern 
Indians woro leaving and very bad temper 
provailed among the sovora! bands. 

St. Louis, Oct, 2.— A correspondent of 
tho Globe at Las Cruize, in Now Moxico, 
says a tremendous water spout suddonly 
appeared on tho hills about a milo back 
of town. The dark column of water and 
dust approached with such volocity that 
not five minutes from tho time of ob- 
servation, and boforo ten dollars worth of 
property could be saved, sixty - three 
houses wore hurled to tho ground, the 
stroets woro covored four or five foot with 
water, and current was of such forco that 
boulders of large size were carried away 
Two hours lator rain foil in torrents, last- 
ing several honrs; strange to say not a 
single life was lost. Monday at four 
o'clock another water spout came in with 
equal volocity. Sixteon houses fortunate 
enough to escape tho previous visitor 
wore tumbled down and their contents 
totally destroyed. Damage will amount 
to $150,000.

GENTLEMEN :— As a general election 
for members to represent you in the Lo- 
cal Parliament of this Province is about 
to tako place, I have determined, in ac- 
cordance with a very general request of 
the electors of your District, to oiler my- 
self as a candidate. 

The early date at which I hear the 
elections are to be held will prevent my 
meeting you personally, as I had intend- 
ed. I therefore take this opportunity of 
giving you my views on some of the most 
important questions that are likely to oc- 
cupy the attention of tho next Legisla- 
ture. 

Tho Indiau question I consider of the 
greatest importance, nnd ono that should 
bo attended to at tho earliest possible 
moment. Living, as I do, amongst a 
portion of the most discontented, I speak 
with authority when I say that unless a 
speedy settlement in arrived at, conse- 
quences of a very grave nature are likely 
to arise. The Indians are not unreason- 
able in their demands; what they want is 
a fair settlement, and I cannot seo why 
this should not have taken place almost 
immediately after Confederation. 

The school system of this Province I 
consider good, and with the success up- 
piirciit that has attended tho boarding 
school at Cache Crook, I would advocate 
a farther expenditure in that direction, 
and consider that Kamloops and other 
portions of this largo Province should 
have institutions erected of u like charac- 
ter. 

Tho formation of Agricultural Rocictics 
throughout tho Province, you are aware, 
1 have for somo timo advocated, and I 
would support tiny measuro giving a lib- 
eral grant of money to aid such societies. 
It will bo tho means of bringing farmers 
and stock-ruisers together, of comparing 
stock and inducing the importation of 
good blood. 

The earl}' commencement of the Bail- 
way on the Mainland of British Columbia 
is of tho greatest importance to tho set- 
tlers in this section of our Province. 

The late negotiations that havo taken 
place with regard to u relaxation of the 
Terms of Union I havo been opposed to, 
and consider that under no cirounistunces 
should they havo been entered into with- 
out consulting the people. They havo, 
happily for us, been unsuccessful, but as 
it is reported that fresh negotiations are 
likely to take place and the question must 
be considered at an early date by our Lo- 
cal Government, 1 would support no 
Government who in treating with the Do- 
minion Government did not insist on an 
early commencement of railway construc- 
tion on tho Mainland, and an equai dis- 
tribution between Vancouver Island nnd 
tho Mainland of any compensation that 
might bo offered for the nonfulfilment of 
the Terms of Union. I consider that 
should fresh negotiations tako place somo 
arrangement should become to with tho 
Dominion Government by which our 
Tariff should be so modified as to givo 
us somo protection for our stock interest. 

Should you, gentlemen, do mo tlio 
honor of electing me as one of your re- 
presentatives, .1 shall feel it always my 
duty to advocate the expenditure of pub- 
lic monies on publio works as far as the 
revenno of the Province will allow, but 
that only on works of a reproductive 
character, 

I consider that tho Government of tho 
Province should bo carried on with tho 
strictest economy compatible with pub- 
lio efficiency ; that taxation should bo 
equalized so that tho rich man pay his 
fair proportion with tho poor, which is 
not tho ease now. I trust that thoso views 
will bo acceptable to you, and should you 
return mo as ono of your representatives, 
I shall endeavor at all times to obtain 
your views on all publio questions, and 
thus be enabled to act according to tho 
well understood wishes of my constitu- 
ents.
